A CHAMPION kickboxer has been 
made a patron of an autism charity 
after overcoming her own personal 
struggle with aspergers syndrome. 

Jo Redman, 27, of Pratt Road, 
Rushden, who has competed interna¬ 
tionally in the sport, was made a 
patron for Anna Kennedy Online. 

Her role will see her raising aware¬ 
ness of autism, offering support and 
advice to those who need it, including 
newly diagnosed adults. 

Jo said: “The charity asked me to 
speak to 500 people in London 
Autism’s Got Talent. 

“After the success of my talk Anna 
Kennedy (charity founder) asked me 
to speak again at the Autism Show in 
London last week, here she asked me 
to become a patron as my success and 
attitude make me a good role model 
for those with autism.” 

Jo says she can draw on her own 
experience of diagnosis to help others. 

She added: “I think it is important to 
show that autistic people can achieve 
when given the right support and 
opportunity. 

“These people have plenty to offer to 
society and some only need the small¬ 
est of adjustments in order to do so.” 

Jo trains with British Chinese 
Kickboxing Association, in Corby. 

She added: “Some of the barriers I 


have faced with kickboxing were at 
first gaining confidence to speak to 
other people. 

“I struggle with the travelling to 
competitions and I have to spend long 
days in environments that stress me 
out and don’t always understand eve¬ 
rything. 

“Another barrier is lack of funding 
and for me to compete I need support 
with the travel which means double 
the cost for me to compete at top 


level.” 

Jo’s confidence has come from years 
of kickboxing including winning two 
world titles. 

She said: “I worked hard for these for 
over 10 years, but also run my own 
business doing sport massage.” 

Jo is currently training for the World 
Championships in Italy as well as 
spreading awareness of special needs 
by speaking at schools and charity 
groups.

Self-harmer begs 
to be hospitalised

A SELF-HARMER covered in 
scars has accused 
Northamptonshire mental 
health services of refusing to 
keep her in overnight despite 
her claim that she had taken 
an overdose. 

Linda, 35, of The Horsepool, 
Lilbourne, has taken two 
overdoses in the last two 
weeks after her favourite dog, 
James, four, died, and feels 
she should be sectioned. 

Linda realised her mental 
health had suffered during 
her loss and on June 14 she 
turned to her doctor. 

She said: “I went to my GP, 
who was desperate to section 
me, but the crisis team told 
me there was nothing wrong. 

“They said I was just doing it 
for attention and that there 
was nothing wrong with me.” 

Linda claims she told the 
crisis team that she would kill 
herself if they did not treat 
her. 

By the time she went to the 
hospital she had already 
mutilated her arms by cutting 
them and dousing them in 
battery acid, but is yet to be 
put in full time care. 

Just days after her dog died, 
RSPCA officers were dis¬ 
patched to take away 10 other 
dogs on her property. 

She added: “They said my 
house was dirty and that it 
was not fit for them to live in 
and that I didn’t look after 
them properly - even though I 
have a wall full of Crufts 
rosettes. 

“I was left isolated. The dogs 
were my only reason to live. 

“They even took my two 
budgies.” 


Police have confirmed that 
they were forced to pepper 
spray Linda so that the RSPCA 
could remove 10 dogs living in 
her home on June 6 because 
the RSPCA said it was ‘dirty’. 

Linda was told five years ago 
that she was not mentally fit 
to work and diagnosed as 
having a personality disorder. 

Unemployed, she was forced 
to give up her Upton home 
with a mortgage and move 
into a council house in 
Lilbourne 
Northamptonshire. 

Linda admits that at one 
point she refused to be 
sectioned but later 
realised she need¬ 
ed it. 

“I refused to go 
into hospital, but 
they had the right 
to take me 
against my will. 


“I was only there for two 
hours. During that time I was 
told I would be kept in for a 
minimum of 24 hours to be 
watched. 

“Two hours later I was told I 
was back to my normal self 
and could go. 

“I knew I wasn’t and said I 
needed to stay. I knew if I went 
home I would hurt myself.” 

Mum Joyce McFarlane, 76, is 
desperate for her daughter to 
get help. 

She said: “Theres no long¬ 
term help for her, she’s had 

two overdoses in the last 
week and has been 
refused treatment. 
“Linda is autistic 
and can’t read or 
write.” 

“All I want is some¬ 
one to take responsi¬ 
bility and help her as 
I can’t do it any more.”

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Coroner speaks out 
on tragic baby death

A CORONER has warned par¬ 
ents about the dangers of‘co- 
sleeping’ with their young 
children following the death 
of 29-day-old Lilly-May 
Gardner. 

At the end of the inquest 
held at Kettering Magistrates 
Court, last Thursday, 
Northamptonshire coroner, 
Anne Pember spoke out to try 
and stop this type of tragedy 
from being repeated. 

The court heard evidence 
from Dr Roger Malcomson 
who is a consultant paediatric 
and perinatal pathologist at 
Leicester Royal Infirmary. 

Dr Malcomson carried out 
the autopsy on Lilly-May from 
Wellingborough, who had 
been born 36 weeks prema¬ 
turely by emergency 
Caesarian section 

He said: “In the issue of 
sleeping with her parents 
there were a number of risks 
such as over heating, overlay¬ 
ing and airwaves being 
obstructed. 

“A recent study showed 20 
per cent of sudden infant 
deaths were caused by co¬ 
sleeping. 


“I can not give a specific 
cause of death.” 

In his opinion he listed four 
issues of note about her death. 

These he said were unascer¬ 
tained, unsafe sleeping by co¬ 
sleeping, a failure to thrive 
(being a small baby) which 
was caused by having 
Goldenhar Syndrome. 

The court was told Lily-May 
Gardner had been allowed to 
sleep on her back into between 
two pillows placed at the head 
of a mattress on which her 
parents selpt. 

This was a double mattress 
which was covered by a sheet 
and a duvet. 

None of this covered the 
child. 

Lilly-May had been placed 
on a child protection plan as 
both her parents Jack Gardner 
and Melissa Foster had a his¬ 
tory of drug and alcohol mis¬ 
use. 

Melissa only stopped drink¬ 
ing, smoking cigarettes and 
smoking cannabis when she 
realised she was four months 
pregnant. 

Both parents had been 
referred to CAN (drug and 
alcohol agency) but had 
declined. 

One of the first people who 


arrived at Melissa’s mums 
house in Wellingborough was 
Bradley Tipler from East 
Midlands Ambulance Service. 

Mr Tipler arrived within six 
minutes of the alarm being 
raised and found a child lay¬ 
ing on the sofa. 

He said: “The child was 
unresponsive and had blood 
and saliva around her mouth. 

“She was pale and cold to 
touch. 

“I carried out basic life sup¬ 
port by putting a tube in her 
mouth and compressed her 
chest with my two fingers. 

“But the ECG said she had 
flat lined.” 

Neither Lilly-May Gardner’s 
parents attended the inquest. 

Giving the verdict, Mrs 
Pember wanted parents to 
know the dangers of co-sleep- 
ing. 

She said: “This inquest 
touched on the very sad death 
of Lilly-May Gardner who was 
only 29-days old. 

“She was not thriving and 
was suffering from Goldenhar 
syndrome. 

“I am unable to say the cause 
other death and will insert an 
open verdict. 

“I wish the public to be 
aware of the dangers.”

Staff shortage after 
redundancy scheme

A SINGLE mum who lost her 
library job after she was told 
there were too many staff is 
‘disgusted' libraries have 
been unable to open due to 
staffing problems. 

A number of small libraries 
have remained closed on 
Saturdays due to lack of staff. 

Ex-library supervisor Wendy 
Chalcraft, 42, of Bugbrooke, 
was made redundant in May 
after 20 years of service. 

She said: “I’m disgusted to 
be honest. They had experi¬ 
enced staff and have shot 
themselves in the foot by 
employing new people with 
nobody to train them.” 

Wendy used to work at the 
Towcester branch, but is now 
struggling to support son 
Edward, six, while unem¬ 
ployed and waiting to receive 
her redundancy pay. 

She added: “Last October 
staff were invited to meetings 
about the proposed restruc¬ 
ture of the library service in 
which some of us including 
myself were informed that as 
of January 2013 it was likely 
that our posts would be ‘delet¬ 
ed’. This included all Library 
Assistants and Assistant 
Library Supervisors.” 

Employees were told that 
customer advisor roles would 
replace Library Assistants, 
with a different salary. 

Wendy applied for a role, 
along with several other expe¬ 
rienced members of staff. 

She said: “Eight in my library 
applied but only two were 
given the opportunity of an 
interview as the other six of 
us, were told that our applica¬ 
tions were not good enough!”

Croucher said: “We have cam¬ 
paigned vigorously to save 
our Library from closure and 
have so far been successful in 
keeping the county council 
austerity bandwagon at bay.

Library as the council have 
been trying to run it down 
over recent years. We are con¬ 
cerned about how the library 
will be funded this year. 

“Will the county council 
come back to close the library, 
particularly now the election 
are out of the way? 

“This association is deter¬ 
mined that the area does not 
lose any more services includ¬ 
ing our much used, but small 
library and stands ready to 
defend it when the council 
come back in the next round 
of austerity measures, as they 
are an essential part of the 
community and need 
enhancing in a recession. 

“Libraries play a vital role in 
supporting the most vulnera¬ 
ble in our communities and 
provide service to all, if fund¬ 
ed and operated properly. 

A spokesperson from 
Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “We have expe¬ 
rienced a higher than normal 
level of vacancies over the last 
few months. This is a short¬ 
term issue as we are in the 
process of filling the vacan¬ 
cies and expect the situation 
to have improved within the 
next month. 

“In order to minimise the 
effects of those vacant posts, 
we took the decision to spread 
123.4 hours of closures across 
17 of our libraries so that any 
one particular library is not 
adversely affected. 

“In total, this affected 
one per cent of our 
opening hours. 

“We do appreciate the 
patience and under¬ 
standing of our custom¬ 
ers and expect to resume 
normal service in July.”

A HORSE rider was 
rescued by 

Warwickshire and 
Northamptonshire 
Air Ambulance last 
week. 

The 44-year-old 
female suffered pain 
in her lower back and 
right hip after falling 
from her horse on 
Saturday. 

After arriving at the 
scene in Daventry the 
crew evaluated her 
injuries and provided 
the lady with suitable 
pain relief, including 
intravenous paracet¬ 
amol. 

These painkillers, 
which are not cur¬ 
rently given by land 
ambulance crews, 
reduce the need for 
the use of any strong¬ 
er painkillers such as 
Morphine. 

As soon as the casu¬ 
alty was more com¬ 
fortable she was con¬ 
veyed by air to 
University Hospital 
Coventry and 

Warwickshire for fur¬ 


ther assessment, 
arriving there in less 
than an hour from 
the time of the initial 
call out for the Air 
Ambulance.

Coaching is key to 
future for NFA boss

“DON’T start me off,” says Kevin 
Shoemake, with a laugh, as the 
conversation turns to specialist 
coaching for goalkeepers. 

As someone who made a near-20 
year career out of playing in per¬ 
haps the most misunderstood 
position on the football pitch, the 
Northamptonshire FA chief execu¬ 
tive is unsurprisingly passionate 
about ensuring youngsters playing 
there receive the right advice. 

A UEFA B coaching license holder 
for both goalkeepers and outfield 
players, Shoemake had a spell 
looking after the stoppers at 
Rushden & Diamonds and runs his 
own goalkeeping academy. He is 
also taking a tutoring course so he 
will be able to pass on his knowl¬ 
edge to aspiring coaches. 

“It’s a very technical position and 
there is so much good will out 
there,” said Shoemake. “It has 
improved slightly these days 
because most coaches have an 
assistant or a younger coach, but 
they are very much outfield-cen¬ 
tred. 

“Usually, everyone is focussed on 
the ball and they are trying to 
advise seven, eight, nine or ten 
players to focus on that. 

“But I would advise anybody to 


get their heads up on the side line, 
look 30 yards behind them and see 
the goalkeeper usually propped up 
on the posts, and to take a little bit 
of time out to learn the technical 
abilities the goalkeeper needs, and 
to pass them on correctly.” 

Shoemake’s own coaching career 
began as an 18-year-old at 
Peterborough United when he and 
two other fellow professionals 
charged children one pound a time 
for weekly training sessions in the 
car park behind the main stand at 
London Road. 

He admits now they had very lit¬ 
tle knowledge with regards to 
coaching and would have appreci¬ 
ated more guidance. Improving 
coaching standards is something 
The FA are targeting, with all of 
their awards being revamped. 

Shoemake’s aim is for everyone 
taking the Level One badge to pro¬ 
gress on to the second and third 
awards, and is in no doubt better 
educated coaches will lead to 
England developing better players. 

“We’ve got great facilities like 
Wembley, St George’s Park, and 
even the facilities in the county are 
fantastic,” said Shoemake. “But it’s 
no good just saying ‘can you kick 
that ball from here to there?’ 
because there is a way of improv¬ 
ing. 

“I would love more people to take 
the Level Two and above because 
you can seriously influence the 
minds of the children and really 
get into them the detailed approach 


that is needed. 

“Once we improve the eights, 
nines and tens of today, they’ll 
become better players at 16,17 and 
18, the pro game will improve and 
some of those will go on to play at a 
national level, and that’s what 
we’re in it for.” 

While securing the future of foot¬ 
ball is a priority, Shoemake is also 
keen to address issues which are 
affecting the game at present. The 
County FA’s head is concerned the 
enjoyment has gone out of the 
game at amateur level, with the 
pressures of real life weighing 
heavily on participants’ minds. 

Shoemake sits in on the various 
disciplinary hearings which take 
place at the Duncan Close head¬ 
quarters and feels the culture of 
venting frustrations on the football 
field needs to change. 

“A few years ago I was at my 
daughter’s Christmas play and one 
of the children froze,” he recounts. 
“She forgot her lines, but none of 
the audience shouted and 
screamed at her, and that was a 
given. 

“It’s not the same audience or 
people, but some of them will go to 
a football match the following day, 
watch their under-11 children play 
and become different animals, and 
that can’t be right. 

“Football has this ingrained 
approach where everything vents 
in that hour and a half on Saturday, 
and some of the things we see and 
get through here are horrendous. I 


would call on all of football to have 
a look at themselves, take a step 
back and just calm down a little 
bit.” 

Not that it is all doom and gloom. 
Futsal, FIFA’s official five-a-side 
variant, is expanding with new 
leagues coming in Peterborough 
and Northampton, while women’s 
and girls’ football continues to 
grow. 

Shoemake is also enthusiastic 
about the changes coming into 
youth football, which includes 
nine against nine games and 
smaller pitches, and praised the 
progress being made on those 
fronts in the county. 

“It is really buoyant, but it is just 
getting some of those stories out 
because people still think of the 
County FA as when they arrive here 
they’re going to get fined,” he said. 
“That has been the approach in the 
past, so people have tended to stay 
away. 

“You can always tell if someone 
has been here because they’ve usu¬ 
ally been to a hearing, but we 
entice people in now. We encour¬ 
age them to come in and see us or 
make an appointment. 

“There might be something we 
can help them with, either from 
the administration side or club 
development, or there might be a 
fund available from ourselves or 
Sport England we can help them 
tap into to improve facilities, gen¬ 
erate sponsorship or something 
like that.”

MORGAN Bosley is in line for further England 
honours after capping off a successful week¬ 
end for Far Cotton ABC with a Class Three 
46kg gold medal at this year’s Great Britain 
Junior Three Nations in Warrington. 

The 14-year-old recorded an impressive stop¬ 
page victory over Scotland’s Neil McCubbin in 
their semi-final on Friday and was awarded the 
top prize the following day after scheduled 
opponent, Francie Doherty, was unable to box. 

Bosley will now travel up to the ABAE’s 
Sheffield headquarters for the presentation of 
his champions vest and to train with the 
England team this weekend. Far Cotton head 
coach John Daly is delighted by his success. 

“Morgan is going to go places,” said Daly. “It is 
down to the hard work he puts in at training 
and it all starts around Christmas with the 
championships. 

“You only have a couple of days off then and 
the rest of the time you’re in the gym.

“He was brilliant in his semi-final and did 
everything the England coaches told him. 

“Morgan likes to be on the attack, but he had 
to fight on the back foot and he just picked his 
opponent off with his jabbing.” 

Bosley had given McCubbin a bloody nose 
which saw the ringside doctor have a good look 
midway through round three before allowing 
the fight to continue. However, a three-punch 
combination soon after ended the contest as 
the referee jumped in to halt proceedings. 

Hoddeston ABC’s Doherty, who beat Bosley in 
the final of this year’s ABAE Schools 
Championship, was also cut in his semi-final 
points win over Welsh boxer John Coffee.

DAVID Ripley admits 
Northamptonshire are prepared 
to go without an overseas player 
for the final third of the season if 
necessary, but remains confident 
they will be able to fill the vacancy. 

The impact seam bowler Trent 
Copeland made before returning to 
Australia following his early season 
spell at the County Ground had 
given hope he would return later in 
the year, and while he would be 
welcomed back it remains to be 
seen how his troublesome left ankle 
holds up. 

Northants are keeping their 
options open with regards to who 
will fill the overseas berth. 
However, Ripley is happy with the 
squad depth, particularly in the 
pace bowling department, should 
they go into the final two months of 
the season without the spot taken.

Before then, Ripley’s side are look¬ 
ing to extend their lead at the top of 
LV= County Championship 
Division Two when they begin their 
top of the table clash with 
Lancashire at Old Trafford later 
today. 

Their opponents, relegated from 
the top flight in 2012, were title 
favourites at the start of the season 


and showed what they are capable 
of by bowling Essex out for just 20 in 
their innings and 105 run win at 
Chelmsford last week.
